Berlin, July 19.—Prince Joachim of 
Hohenzollern youngest son of Former 
Emperor William, committed suicide 
in Potsdam. 
Joachim is believed to 
have been in financial straits. He re­ 
cently was divorced. 
Prince Joachim was born Dec. 17, 
1890, in Berlin. He served in the late 
war on both the western aud eastern 
front*. 
In the first year of the war 
he was wounded in the fighting 
France and for a long time it was 
feared that he would not recover. 
"When he did recover he was trans- 
ferred to the Russian front, where he 
had several narrow escapes from cap­ 
tures and afterwards suffered a seri­ 
ous illness.

HENRY FORD HAS 
INVESTED IN A RAILROAD 
COAL AND IRON FOR HIS BUSINESS- 


Henry Ford’s purchase of the Detroit, Toledo and Ironton 
Railroad brings up a nice question. Under the law railroads mu«t 
confine themselves to transportation. They are not permitted to; 
own or operate industrial establishments. 
In former days some 
of them owned coal mines and other properties. 
Many abuses 
grew out cf this ownership. 
Congress forced the railroads to 
dispose of their holdings. 
If a railroad cannot own a coal mine or a manufacturing 
business, will the law permit a manufacturer to own and operate 
a railroad? 
Mr. Ford bought this railroad to improve his position in re­ 
gard to coai, iron and other supplies. He may intend to let other 
automobile manufacturers in his territory and all other manu­ 
facturers enjoy the same privileges he, as owner of 
the 
road, 
commands. 
His intentions, however, do not come into considera­ 
tion under the law. The courts will deal only with the fact that 
ownership gives power to him which could be used to the injury 
of others. 
A railroad is a public 
service 
corporation. 
Dis­ 
crimination in favor of one interest or another is not permitted. 
Im A s owner of the railroad Mr. Ford would be in position to dis­ 
criminate as his private interest or his prejudice dictated. 
That 
is not good for business or the general public. 
As a railroad the Detroit, Toledo and Ironton is not much to 
brag about, it has been in deep water financially for a long time. 
It is ma do up of odds and ends of old lines once operated under 
the name of the Detroit Southern. 
There have been various 
reorganizations in the last six or eight years. 
Of main line there 
are 418 miles, and the company has trackage rights over thirtv- 
one miles of the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern and Balti­ 
more and Ohio. 
It has been operated at a deficit for years and 
it will take considerable money to put it in shape to earn its 
™av: 
J\as $12,489,000 of capital stock and 
$9,209 917 
of 
funded debt. 
’ 
Mr. Ford. as reported, paid $4,000,000 for a controlling in- 
terest. 
The road has a fair amount of physical equipment with 
seventy locomotives, 3,609 freight cars and twenty-seven pas- 
sender cars. 
In addition to main line track the D. T. & I has 
178 miles of coal mine sidings. 
Most of the freight carried is coal. 
The passenger revennp 
in 1918 was only $145,201, as compared with $3,070,617 from 
freight.
